| Junior High School 


A statement explaining the dif- 
ficulties of having Andover aban- 
don its junior high school and 
citing advantages of the present 
6-3-3 set up was read by Chairman 
(. Carleton Kimball at last week's 
meeting of the school committee, 
and on motion of Sec. William A. 
Doherty seconded by Miss Anna 
M. Greeley was adopted to be in- 
cluded in the annual school re- 
port and attached to the minutes 
of the meeting. 

[The statement, prepared by 
Chairman kimball, noted that 
the junior high school has been 
almost universally adopted in 
Massachusetts and that recom- 
mending the outmoded 8-4 system 
would not be to the best interests 
of the town. 

The suggestion that Andover 
make all of its elementary schools 
eight grades, abandon its junior 
high school and give over the ju- 
nior and senior high school build- 
ings to a four-year high school 
was made by The Townsman some 
time ago in view of the present 
school housing problem and the 
expected future developmen of 
the town. The idea has been dis- 
cussed at recent public meetings. 

The statement is as follows: 


The ‘Townsman has recently 
featured a discussion of the pos- 
sibility of discontinuing the Ju- 
nior high school and returning to 
the system of eight grammar 
school grades and a four year high 
school, a system which was dis- 
continued in Andover nearly 40 
years ago. The Andover School 
committee believes that it would 
be heldful to a general understand- 
ing of the subject to outline in

Describes Town 
Manager System 


Various reasons in favor of the 
town manager form of government 
were advanced by James IF. Shurt- 
leff, city manager of Medford, at 
a meeting Thursday night at the 
Peabody House under the joint 
sponsorship of the Andover Tax- 
payers’ association and the Ando- 
ver Civic League. 

The speaker felt that it would 
not be long before the town mana- 
ger form of government would be 
the prevalent one and noted that 
this type of administration was 
spreading across the country. 

He said that Medford now oper- 


ated under this form of govern- 
ment and makes an annual saving 
of $500,000, and in answer to 
questions he said that out of the 
1500 communities that have ad-
